The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claim 1, prior art does not disclose or fairly suggest an apparatus for optically 
switching light from an input array including switching of light from any selected light source to 
any selected receiver, by using input polarization control arrays to control the direction of 
polarization of light from the selected light source imposed by input polarization control 
elements as the light enters each of the input deflectors, so that the net angular deflection of the 
light caused by all said input deflectors, which is a function of the directions of polarization of 
the light as it passes through each of the input deflectors, causes the light to be directed to the 
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selected receiver, in combination with all the limitations in the claim. Claims 2-26 are allowed 
by virtue of their dependency.
